THE INCOME TAX BILL. 


A bill introduced by Senator Sam 


merfleld ot this county in 1895 to pro 
Tide for a levy of tax upon income 
passed both Houses of the Lpgialatur 
and was vetoed by tho late Governor 
The Mil, with his objections, was re 
turned to the Senate, where it origl 
nated at the present session, and 
passed that body with only one or twi 
disoentlng votea over the veto. It J 
made a special order in the House am 
may or may not pass that body. 


While a majority of both Houses are 


believed to be in favor of a national in 
come tax, as it seems to be the only 
way of making those who receive large 
incomes from tho trusts and combs 
nations which are organized to pluccle. 
the public, very many ot the members 
of the Assembly exprers themselves as 
being opposed to a State income tax 
and will vote to sustain the veto. They 
believe the provisions of the bill are 
unconstitutional, and do not care to 
encumber tha statutes with measures 
that they are satisfied the courts wil 
declare null and void. 


The tax proposed by the bill is grad 


uated. On incomes in excess of $1,001 
and less than £1,500 the tax is one dol 
lar npon each one hundred thereof. A 
clerk, bookkeeper or foreman receiving 
$1,000 a year for his services would 
have to pay ten dollars tax, though 
every dollar which he received should 
be expended in maintaining his family 
and repairing the house in ;which he 
lived, and the house would be eubjecl 
to taxation for State, county 
nnd 


municipal purposes as it now is. This 
would bo double taxation and, it is 
claimed, at variance with the funda- 
mental law of tho State and tronld not 
be tolerated by the courts. 


UEI,P FUR INDIA. 


The mass meeting held in San Fran< 


ciaco last Thursday to devise means for 
giving assistance to the famine and 
plague stricken people of India re 
waited in the appointment of a well 
chosen committee to undertake the 
work. The committee should receive 
cordial assistance from the people gen- 
erally. 


India is a land where the population 


is so large that it presses at all points 
npon the extreme limits of possible 
subsistence. When a crop faila it means 
starvation to many people of the dis 
trict unless outside help is provided. 
In this case the district over which the 
famine prevails is so largo and the 
population so numerous that the 
charity of the whole world is required 
to afford adequate relief to the suf- 
ferers. 


Following the famine has come the 


plague. The half-starved people are 
dying by thousands of diseases. Even 
when we make the fullest allowances 
for exaggerations in the reports from 
the stricken districts enough will re- 
main to make it certain that India 
alone is not capable of grappling with 
the evil which has befallen -her. Help 
must be sent from abroad. It should 
be sent from every land that has been 
blessed by Providence. 


THE SUFFRAGE AMENDMENT. 


The proposed amendment to strike 


the word "male " from the constitution 
of Nevada is dividing interest with the 
glove contest bill, which passed the 
Legislature last week. It was made 
the special order last evening in the 
Assembly, and caused n liberal ex- 
penditure of oratory in that body. 
Should the proposed amendment re- 
ceive a majority in each house it will 
be submitted to the qualified electors 
of Nevada for ratification or objection, 
as the majority may determine, at the 
next general election. 


Strange as it may appear there are 


members who assume to prejudge the 
sentiment of the public on the ques- 
tion, and contend that, as a majority is 
opposed to it, they should not be given 
opportunity to vote for or against it at 
the polls. There are others, however, 
who hold to the old time doctrine that 
all power is vested in the people and 
that the amendment should be sub- 
mitted to them at the ballot box. 
Whether those who entertain these 
views are In the majority in the Legis- 
lature remains to be seen. It costs 
nothing to submit the matter to the 
people, and they are the best judges of 
whether they want the women of the 
State to exercise the right of suffrage 
or not.

for them to remember that they can 
simulatn Lrowii sngar by adding a tea- 
epoouful of molasses to each quarter of 
a pound of the white granulated sugar. 
Thia combination does a* well in nil 
household recipes that call for brown 
sugar as the article itself, and, besides, 
t wives them a great deal of banting for 
Hown sngar, which, as said before, has 
disappeared from the market."—Wash- 
ngton Star.
